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INTRODUCTION. 



It was the agreeable employment of the lat^ 
(a) Reverend Mr- Brand, who was one of the 
Associates in the Institution of Dr. Bray, to 
purchase such copies of the following Life as, 
ifl his constant inquiries after curious and 
interesting books, he could find. And it was 
his custom to present th?m tcT; those A%s6-*^ 
. ciates, who were not in passessicfji djp this 
tribute to the honourable mejnory- of Sini^wiiQ 
founded their Society, But, of late years, this 
obliging attention could be only sparingly sliewn, 
as the book haxl o^sed to be a frequent article 
of sale. The bishop of St. David's, therefore^ 
suggested the propriety of repriuting the Work. 
And, at a meeting of the Associates in July last, 
the suggestion was readily adopted. Being 
present at this meeting, I offered the humble

The following Life of Dr. Bray is almost 
entirely copied in the article, which records the 
memory of this excellent man in the Biographia 
Britannica. It is distinguishable for faithful and

Nor may I here omit the oppor- 
tunity of relating, from the Journals of the As- 
sociates, the beneficial effects of Dr. Johnson s 
kind attention to this Society. He was ad- 
mitted an Associate, on the recommendation of 
Dr. John Burton, April S, 1760. In 1784, he

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presented a benefaction of ten guineas to the 
Society. And, on the 5 Feb. 1787, the Asso- 
ciates received, from the Reverend Mr. Strahao, 
the profits of the first edition of Dr. Johnson's 
Prayers and Meditations, amounting to nearly 

fifty pounds. 

The points, which belong to the management 
of the Associates, are, The making provisiok 
FOR Parochial AND Lending Libraries; and 
The conversion of adult Negroes and thii 
education oftheirChildren in theBritish 
Plantations. 

For the support of the former object there is 
no settled fund. Then, " for my bretliren and 
companions' sake," let me entreat the reader 
not to disregard the (f) suggestion of consign* 
ing such duplicates of useful and religious books 
as he may possess to the purposes of the Asso* 
ciates ; not to withhold, from the super-abun- 
dance of his own table, a portion for those who 
experience the severest want. Perhaps it may

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Still be said, as it was ia the time of Dr. Bray, 
that not one third of our parochial clergy are 
enabled by tlieir preferments to purchase a 
fourth part of those books, which it is necessa* 
ry every pastor should peruse; from whom, 
especially in this inquisitive age, great measures 
of knowledge are expected. . Possessed of an 
(g) income, which in numerous instances will 
barely answer the necessary claims of his fa- 
mily; learned, and (h) desirous of employing 
his attainments to the greatest advantage; the 
parish priest too often wants the powerful means 
for encreasing true knowledge, and for over- 
throwing that " science falsely so called,*' which, 
in various artful publications, aims to destroy 
the Christian faith, and to involve the world 
(if I may apply the strong expression of St. 
Jude) in all " the blackness of darkness," both 
civil and religious: he wants the means which 
books afford, and which hi? own resources can-

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not furnish. How gladly would such an one 
enroll himself among those, whose means and 
opportunities for encreasing knowledge are ex- 
tensive and rarely unemployed ! How readily, 
when supplied with books, would he detect the 
varying shapes of infidelity, and exhibit to the 
world the beneficial influence of pastoral vigi- 
lance and literary occupation united ! That the 
Associates have in some degree assisted the 
studies of the Clergy, and that their assistance 
has been received with gratitude, the following 
pages will testify. Tliat they may be enabled 
to render more extensive assistance, is their 
hearty wish, their well-founded expectation. 

In respect to the other object of tlie Society's 
care, for the promotion of which there is a small 
certain fund, if any argument be wanting to 
recommend the conduct pursued by the Asso- 
ciates, I refer the reader to the humane and 
eloquent Essay on the Gvilization of Negroe 
Slaves by the present bishop of London : " It is 

to the EDUCATION OF THE YOUNG NeGROES 

that we are. principally to look for the success 
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of our spiritual labours. These may be easily- 
taught to understand and to speak the English 
language with fluency ; these may be brought 
up from their earliest youth in habits of virtue, 
and restrained from all licentious indulgences : 
these may have the principles and the precepts 
of religion impressed so early upon their tender 
minds as to sink deep, and to take firm root, 
and bring forth the fruits of a truly Christian 
life." Nor has the learned and truly charitable 
prelate overlooked some well-intended proceed- 
ings of the Associates. Speaking of the method 
of instruction, which should be carefully aud 
skilfully accommodated to the tempers, capa- 
-cities, dispositions, manners, customs, peculiar 
idioms, and modes of thinking of the Negroes, 
his lordship (i) adds, " Two very usefiil tracts, 
viz. an Abridgement of bishop Wilson's In- 
structions for the Indians, and lectures given 
to the Negroes by Mr. Duke, late rector of 
St Thomas in Barbadoes, have been printed and 
^persed over the West-India islands by that

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very respectable Society, the Associates of the 
kte Dr. Bray." 

From every advocate for revealed religion, it 
has been justly (k) observed, a tribute of grati- 
tude is due to the memory of Df. Bray, whose 
laborious exertions to extend the knowledge 
of Christianity have rendered him as eminent 
for his zeal and assiduity in the cause of Reli- 
gion, as was Howard in the cause of general 
Humanity. May his Institution prosper more 
and more, both in the exercise of such endeavours 
as have hitherto distinguished it, and in the 
accession of friends and supporters, till that 
happy period, when the whole " earth shall be 
full of the knowledge of the Lord, as the waters 
cover the sea !"

THOMAS BRAY, D.D. 



jDr. Thomas Brat was bom at Marton in 
the county of Salop, in the year of our Lord, 
1656. His parents were persons of good repu- 
tfttioD, inhabitants of that place. His infancy 
discovering promising parts, he was early sent 
to the school at Oswestry, in the same county, 
where many gentlemen's sons had then their 
education, and were prepared for the university. 
His close application to school learning, soon 
qualified him for this remove, as it also deter- 
mined his parents to dedicate him to religion 

B 
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religion and learning. Accordingly he m* 
entered at Hart-Hall in Oxford. Here he soon 
became a considerable proficient in theological 
studies, as well as the other sciences proper to 
the profession for which he was intended. But 
labouring under the c<nnnion disadvantages of 
a narrow fortune, his circumstances not pennit- 
ting a longer residence at Oxford, he left the 
University soon af^erhe had commenced BaclK- 
lor of Arts. r 

However, about this lime he entered into 
holy orders ; and the first parish, wherein Pro- 
vidence placed him to exercise his spiritual 
function, was near Bridgenorth in Shropshire, 
his native country ; from which, after a diort 
continuance in the station, of a curate, he re- 
moved into Warwickshire, where he lived ch^qn 
lain in Sir Thomas Price's family, of Park- Hall, 
and had the Donative of Lea-Marston given 
him by Sir Thomas. ■ 

This proved, in tlie event,- a very advanta- 
geous change of situation; for, living now in 
the nelghtouihood of Coleshill, bis exemplary be- 
haviourand distinguished diligence in his calling 
introduced him into the acquaintance of Mr; 
Kettlewell, Sir Charles Holt, and the Lord Si- 
mon' Digby. One incident, which contributed 
tu establish his character at this juncture, was 
his :preaching the- Assize-Sermon at Warwick; 



oh which occasion Mr. Bray, though but young, 
acquitted himself to the satisfaction of the whole 
audience ; one of which, the Lord Digby, was 
pleased afterwards to honour him with many 
proofs of his friendship and esteem, recommend- 
ing him also to his brother, the present * Lord 
Digby; a recommendation which obtained him 
the Vicarage of Over-Whitacre, in the same 
county, since augmented by his patrons un-j 
common generosity of endowing it v/ith the 
great tithes. 

In the year 1 69O, the rectory of Sheldon being 
vacant by Mr. Digby Bull's refusing to take the 
oaths, at the Revolution, Mr. Bray had the fa- 
vour of his Lordship's presentation; which prefer-, 
ment he held till about a quarter of a year 
before his death, when he resigned it from a 
sense of his own advanced age, and the satis- 
far-tion he had in foreseeing that he should still- 
survive in the zeal and abilities of a worthy suc- 
cessour f . 

He always esteemed it not the least honour 
and happiness of his life, the being preferred by 
such a patron as Lord Digby, who was never 
determined by any other consideration in the. 
disposal of presentations, than of choosing the 
most useful persons to serve in the Church, and 
such as he was persuaded would make the dis-

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charge of thrir dttty the idtimate emi of Ack 
▼iews; an ohsetvatioii not & little to Mf« Brajr f 
credit, as well as ti^ the honour of L<»4 Digp* 
1)^y ; and I should not have done JQitice to ttn 
example so worthy of imitatioii, ill an age 
wherein most patrons arc gorerticd by party- 
zeal, self-interest, and the powerful solicitations 
of friends or relations, had I foreborae the men^ 
tion of it 

He always spoke of bis noble benefiictor in 
terms, that sufficiently discovered not only 9 
grateful sense of bis own obligations, but also 
a just veneration for all those exceUent <|ualities 
which signalize his Lordship's charactor Witb 
a peculiar distinction, aiid entitle him to u&i-* 
rersal esteem. 

In this parish of Sheldon be composed hit 
Catechetical Lectures; a work so well reoeired, 
and generally circulated, tteit three thousand 
proved not too great a number for the first inn 
pression. It was esteemed, by many of the firit 
distinction in the Church/ as the most accurate 
I>erformance extant on the subject; ai^ was de- 
dicated to that very learned preiat^ Btsihop 
Lloyd, by whose persuasbn it was publigbed, 
and of whose favour and esteem Mr. Bray had 
a more than ordinary share^ The publieatioft 
of these lectures, the first fruits of his piet^ aikd 
learning, drew him out of his rural privacy to 
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Lond^ii, «b4 ffitroduced him into i more con- 
ftpioROM aiid remarkable scene of action. Tliere 
was Moa a demand for a second impression; 
and hy both impressions^ at a very reasonable 
price, ke cleared upwards of seven hundred 
pounds. Nor had he room to doubt a much 
greater advantage from the succeeding parts, 
»o fast did the subscriptions come in for the 
second volume; which was in tlie press, but 
was superseded by another undertaking. 

In the years I69I and I692, the then Cover- 
noRr and Assembly of Maryland divided that 
province into parishes, and establt^bed a legal 
maintenance 4or the respective Ministers. In 
the month of October 16^5, they took into 
consideration the expediency of having som« 
one GSefgyman to preside over the rest; and 
in order to support such superintend ant com^ 
missary, or fiufl&agan, they unanimously agreed 
in a Petitionary Act to their majesties King' 
Wilikm and Queen Mary, to annex for ever 
the judicial Office cf Commissary, before in 
the disposal of the Govemour, to that which 
is pur^y €cclesiastical and at the appointment 
of the Bishop of London. And they wrote to 
his Lordship* to send them over some experi- 
enced^ unexceptionable Clergyman for the office 
intended.

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The reputation Mn Bray had acquired by hii 
Lectures^ and the other qualities that adorn hig 
function, hindered the Bishop from being one xnor 
ment at a loss for a fit person to model that infant 
church, and establish it on a solid foundation* 
Accordingly, in April 1696, he proposed to 
Mr. Bray to go on the terms of having the 
judicial office of Commissary, valued, as was 
represented to him, at 400/. per annum, con- 
ferred upon him for his support in that ser- 
vice. 

Mr. Bray disregarding his own interest, and 
the great profit which would have arisen from 
finishing his course of lectures on the plan he had 
formed, a work which met with general appro- 
bation and encouragement, soon determined in 
his own mind that there might be a greater field 
for doing good in the plantations, than by his la- 
bours here. Being always willing to be so dis- 
posed of in any station as should appear most 
conducive to the service of God's Church, he^no 
longer demurred to the proposal, than t,o en- 
quire into the state of the country, and inform 
himself what was most wanting to excite good 
ministers to embark in that design, as well as 
to enable them most effectually to promote it. 

With this view he laid before the Bishops the 
following considerations: — That none but the 
poorer sort of Clergy could be persuaded to leave 
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itheir friends and change their native country for 
•he so remote ;-^That such persons could not be 
able sufficiently to supply themselves with books ; 
— That, without such a competent provision of 
books, they could not answer the design of their 
mission ;— r-That a library would be the best en- 
couragement to studious and sober men to under- 
take the service: And that as the great in- 
ducement to himself to go, would be to do the 
Jnost good he could be capable of doing, he 
therefore proposed to. their Lordships; That, if 
they thought fit to encourage and assist him in 
providing parochial libraries for the Ministers 
thatrshould be sent, he would then be content to 
accept of the Commissary's office in Maryland. 
[A}This proposal for parochial libiaries being well 
approved of by the Bishops, and due encourage- 
ment being promised in the prosecution of the 
design both by their Lordships anil others, he 
^t himself with all possible application to pro- 
vide Missionaries, and to furnish them with 
libraries ; intending, as soon as he should have 
sent both, to follow after them himself. 
, But, upon his accepting tliis employment 
of Commissary of Maryland, it fell to his share 
to solicit at home whatever other matters relat- 
ed to that church, more particularly to the 
settlement and establishment of it. And it 
happened that the law for its establishment. 
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having been sent here finr the rayml aaent, wit 
rejected, on account of a ijause in it, wberebf 
it was enacted, ^That the great charter of Eag^ 
land should be kept and observed, in all pointtfl^ 
within the said piovince" ; being a dame of 
another nature than was set forth in the titk 
of the said iaw. And the Bishop of Londos 
having obtained at oooncil, that iastnictuiM 
should be given to liave another bill 4imed 
and passed into aa act, with promise that it 
should be confirmed, if formed, and phased ncv 
cording to such instructions; Mr. firay^ wi(3i 
the advice of his lordship and otfaets wctt aktllr 
ed in plantation affairs, got a bill dxaivn vf 
according to the instructions, and transMtted 
it to Maryland to be re-enacted in tiie 6«ooeedr 
ing assembly. 

In the mean time^ till the vetum <st a ttcw^ 
act from Maryland to be confirmed by^be w^ 
vereigii, he was wholly and fiilty einployeil 
under the Bishop of London, in emjpnriag ^dmt 
and providing missianaries to be sent as into 
that province, on a presmmption that tihe esta« 
blishment of the church might be at lart ob- 
tained ; so into the other colonies <mi d)e conti^ 
nent of America, and into most of the islands, 
several of wliich had never before enjoyed any 
standing ministry. But above all, it was his 
care to furnish out those, whom he had a hand 
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In f&eaHmg, with good lilitarieB of Beceaiary Msad 
ueefiii ix)okf , to reaoder liiem capable x£ aoBirer- 
tug tjie emb of thdr imssmi, an4 inatractjng 
tiK people in all tfatligs oeoeiaaiy to their ^ 
ration. And this tnily found him employment 
enough ; though, €m Account of the more thtn 
tfrdmiTf wnrioe such a magazine of divine 
fesioirkdge might tSect, he could never be 
hnmght to oe^t the undertaking, however 
chsrgeahky as wdi as laborioufi^ it proved 
One ialf of cither ooat or pains in irhich it en- 
gaged JiiiB, nntst iuivie discoumged any onc^ 
less sovaibleio tiie im^tsssions of a religioiis 
ad, fiofln pmaecttting it. His only comfort 
«ms, that the iifararies he had begun and ad«> 
i^mnced moce or less in ail the provinces on the 
contioienf; atidia most of the islands of Am&r 
cioa, 35 aiso in the factories in Africa, did not 
only servic the mintsteiis with whom ihey 
vsre first sent, but by the care of aome of tho 
^amermDcnts, and by acts of assembly settling 
the nales he had pnsscrflbed ^r their use and 
pneservatbn, might be zUo of advantage to 
iiiany««xeBdmg.gei«ndJom. 

Amosig other missionaries sent at this time 
with libraries, Mr. Bray procured, by good pro* 
videnoe, and presented to the Bishop of Lon«> 
don, two men as pious and happy in their coui^ 
duct as couH hare been found ; one, Mr. Clay^ 
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ton, sent to Philadelphia in Fensylvaaia; t 
other, Mr. Marshal, sent to Charles Town 
Carolina. Neither of these worthy perso 
■fotind, at their entrance, above fifty of our coi 
munion to make up their congregation ; ai 
yet both approved themselves so well to tl 
inhabitants of their respective places, that 
two years time the congregation at Fhiladi 
phia, the metropolis of the Quakers, was increa 
ed to seven hundred, and an handsome chun 
was erected ; and at Charles Town, to near 
many, where not only a church was built, bi 
also, purely out of respect to Mr. Marshal, 
new brick house for his better accommodatio 
A fine plantation, with a perpetual stock of t« 
negro servants and two cows, and with ,£.1^ 
a year, was settled on them and their succe 
sours for ever. It pleased God, that both the 
])ersons died in abouttwoyears after their arriva 
and both died of contagious distempers, whtc 
they had taken in the execution of their dut; 
and visiting their sick ; leaving most amiab 
characters behind them. The libraries, whic 
Mr. Bray sent with these gentlemen, contini 
to their successours ; and he, at several tim< 
since, procured and made considerable add 
tions to them, as he did to most others, both i 
America and Africa. The sense of the clerg 
and inliabitants with respect to this, was test 
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fied by the solemn letters of thanks returned to 
him from the assemblies of Maryland, and 
from the vestries of Boston and Braintree in 
New England, from Newfoundland, Rhode Is- 
land, New York, Philadelphia, North Carolina, 
Bermudas, and by the acknowledgements of 
the Royal African Company, on account of 
those procured for their factories. 
. About the same time it was, that the secret 
tary of Maryland, Sir Thomas Lawrence, with 
Mr. Bray, waited on the then Princess of Den* 
mark, in behalf of that province ; humbly to 
request her gracious acceptance of the govern- 
our's and country's dutiful respects, in having 
denominated the metropolis of the province, 
and then but lately built, from her Royal High- 
nesses name, Annapolis. And the latter, being 
soon after favoured with a noble benefaction 
from the same royal hand towards his libraries 
in America, he dedicated the premier libraiy in 
those parts, fixed at Annapolis, and which has 
books of the choicest kind belonging to it, to 
the value of <£.400, to her glorious memory by 
the title of the Annapolitan Library ; which 
words were inscribed on the several books, as 
well in gratitude to her majesty, as for the bet- 
ter prevention of loss or embezzlement. 
. Soon after, upon the repeated instances of the 
governour and some of the country, Mr, Bray

It wad thought adri^able not to solicit the 
foyal ai^ent to it^ as being sure it would be re* 
jeeteA fct the aame reason as the former; ami 
then the Chureh'i? maintenance would wholly 
iwp. And in the mean time, it being promised 
atconrt, that the then law, such as it was, 
should remain unrepealed, till another should be 
*ent here, agreeable to the royal instructions ; 
the Doctor wrote to the province to have it 
f ei4«ed and re-enacted, according to the former 
ini^^ruetions, dignifying to them, that otherwise 
it would never pass. 

He received no advantage from his commis-* 
sary's place in Maryland, all this time ; neither 
was any allowance made him at home, or pre- 
ferment given him, to support the charge of 
living altogetlier in town to solicit the estab* 
Hsbmcnt and endowment of the Church of Ma-i 
ryland, and to provide missionaries for that and 
all the colonies on the continent, which, except 
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Virginia, kyupon him; (all the benefactions 
that were received, being given to raise them 
libraries) ; which also he did, faster than money 
came in to answer the charge. 

During this interval, namely, in the year 
1697, a biU being brought into the house of 
commons to alienate lands given to superstir 
tious uses, and to vest them in Greenwich 
Hospital ; he preferred a petition to the house, 
that some share of them might be appropriated 
for the propagation of the true religion in the 
plantations, and that the same should be vest^ 
in a body politick, to be erected for that pur- 
pose : which petition was received very well in 
the house ; and a fourth part of all that should^ 
be discovered, after one moiety to the disco«. 
rerer, was readily and unanimously allotted by 
the committee for that use. For it was thought 
by far more reasonable to appropriate some 
part^ at least, of what was given to superstitious 
uses, to uses truly pious, than altogether to 
other, though charitable, purposes. But the 
bill was never suffered to be reported. 

In the year I698, failingof a publickand set- 
tled provision by law, for carrying on the ser- 
vice of the church in Maryland and the other 
plantations, he addressed his Majesty for a 
grant of some arrears of taxes due to the crown; 
and, some time after, was obliged to be at the 
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charge and trouble of going over to the king- 
in Holland- to have the grant completed. The. 
recovery of these arrears of taxes was repre- 
sented as very feasible, and vwy valuable, and 
also without any grievance to the subject ; but 
they proved troublesonae to be recovered, and 
of scarcely any value. 

All designs failing of getting a publick fund 
for the propagation of the Gospel in foreign 
parts, he thereupon formed a design, whereof 
he thai drew th« plan, of having a protestant 
congregation. Pro fide propaganda, by charter 
from the King. But things did not seem ripe 
enough to encourage him to proceed at that 
time in the attempt, and so he laid it aside, till 
a more favourablejuncture should occur. How- 
ever, to prepare the way for such a charter-so- 
ciety, he soon after endeavoured to form a vo- 
luntary society, both to carry on the service 
already begun for the plantations, and to pro^ 
pagatc Christian knowledge as well at home as 
abroad ; hoping in time to procure, what after~ 
wards he did procure, the incorporation of such 
a society. Nor was it long before he found some 
worthy persons ready to form this voluntary 
society. 

These gentlemen have since increased to a 
considerable body; and no small good has been 
done by them, as they assisted him in sending 
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fibrarles abroad, and as they have dispermit 
numbers of rxcellent books among war ftsete 
and armiM, raised ehanty-sdioola in and about 
the city, and promoted the aame by tbeir ca^ 
rfspondendf^ m several parts of the kfUgdoBU: 
I should be unjust to this exGclleiit Society, aa 
well as to the memory of Dr. Bray, their foon*-' 
der, in omitting a nobre efibrt of their aeal 
fot promoting Christian hnowkdge abroad; 
namely, That four tbensand five himdred Paal* 
ters, ten thousand New Testaments^ with a 
great number of catednsms, a short histcM'y of 
tlie Bible, &c. have been printed by it for the 
use of the eastern churches* Several of these 
hate been sent over, and gratefully received ; 
and this kingdom has thereby had an oppor- 
tunity of restoring, in some measurei, the light 
of the Gospel, both in Syria, Arabia, and £gypt,i 
and also in those countries from which we first 
received it. 

But to proceed: Of a like mixed nature^ 
liaving a reference to some service at home 
as well as abroad, was another design, set ou 
foot by the Doctor at this time^ of raising 
Lending Libraries in every deanery throughout 
England and Wales ; out of which the neigh* 
bouring clergy might borrow the books for 
which they had occasion, and where they might 
meet to consult upon matters relating to their 
function and to learning. Dr. Bray may perhaps 
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laii ]Mr« «ni9Wfd for coDcemu^ kim^lf in oar- 
ijpmg 09. ^m 9&m tA hprm, ^ tb« same time 
tbtt h9 w^ ffigo^ U)> prQmate a foreign char 
Hily^ But the good n^ai^'s mdac^ment to it, a3 
he. hud beea hea?d to declare was^ Firi^t, because 
Iwfiiig never^ ftw bia own pait^ enjoyed in the 
dbiuvd^ wht^t would enable bjm to fviinidh bim- 
9df with a anfficiesit ^ook of oec^saiy and 
iiMfnl hooka to qualify hisoielf for hi9 profe9* 
siicxn, ho became thereby more ae»i$ible of the 
wanta of bi$ ln:«thc«Bi» 'm like eifcnmstwoes. 
Secondly^ That» biklm mlicitation fpr benefao- 
tiooa to Ubrapie^ in the pjantationsi he o^u met 
with answers to this ^eetj That we had poor 
QOgm and poor dei^men enough in England, 
and th^t ohointy should begin at home. Now 
he.thoie^ht it not ami9« to avail bimielf of these 
remarks, and give such an^werer^ an oppor- 
tunity of exeroising their beneficence to the 
Church in the way to which they were most 
indtned ; aaid therefore, without the least in- 
terruption of his endeavours fta the plantations, 
he set on foot this design also at home. 

Many Lending Libraries were thereupon 
founded in several parts of the kingdom ; and 
as those libraries were intended for the clergy 
to meet and con&r in, rather tlmn in their own 
private houses,^ which would cause eKpence^ or 
im puUick houses, which besides the expence 
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might give scandal ; so if the same topi<;ks wew 
made the subject of their conversation, as had 
been resolved on in the first library of that 
kind^ which was founded by a noble lord, his 
neighbour and patron, already mentioned, the 
Doctor could not imagine what could be better 
pursued, in order to keep the country clergy to 
their rule and close to their duty, and thereby 
to advance their character and reputation, and 
to create a due veneration towards them. The 
resolutions they formed, were these : — ^That they 
will meet in their library monthly, or oftener, 
to consider or confer, as upon ways and means 
of augmenting th6 same with the best books, 
so to consult upon the best methods of furnish- 
ing the common people with small practical 
aud devotional tracts; of principling the chil- 
dren and youth with catechetical instructions; 
of erecting schools for the education of poor 
children ; of getting the laws put in execution 
against profaneness and immorality; and by 
what other means they can best discharge their 
pastoral care and duty, and promote publick 
good: And in order to their better knowledge 
of the duties of their function, and forming no 
other resolutions but what shall be agreeable to 
the constitution of our church, that at eveiy 
meeting they will read over some part, and that 
successively, till they shall go through the whole 
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of their Ordination Vows ; of the Articles, Ku- 
bricks, and Canons, of the Church; of the 
Royal Injunctions and Proclamations, and Acts 
of ParUament ordered to be read in churches, 
those especially against profaneness and immo- 
rality : and lastly, the Articles of Enquiry ex- 
hibited at both episcopal and archidiaconal 
Visitations ; and that as well to furnish them- 
selves with proper and suitable matter for their 
conversation there, instead of mere news and 
other impertinencies, as the better to know their 
duty and take the best measures about it. 

Now, had Dr. Bray had nothing further in view, 
in his [b] Essay to promote necessary and use- 
ful knowledge at home as well as abroad, than 
to represent the miserable want of books among 
the parochial clergy throughout the kingdom, 
the ill consequences of such want both to them- 
selves and people, and the easiest method to sup- 
ply it by the means of Lending Libraries ; one 
at least in every deanery, from which, if placed 
in some market town nearest the centre, the 
neighbouring clergy and others might, without 
further trouble than the sending on the market- 
day by their own or a neighbour's servant, bor- 
row at any time the book they want: this alone 
considered, it seems to be a most laudable de- 
sign. And the success it has met with is such, 
that there are not many dioceses in the king- 

c 2 
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dotn, whoe libraries o£ this kind are not nozc 
or less advanced. 

But ia truth he had something further itk 
view, in that his design of having pnblicfc litn'a- 
ries for the parochial clergy in tvtry deanery; 
which was to reduce into practice, and to restore 
more and more,^ fa^ degrees, the ancient use o€ 
Rural Deans, and the jurisdiction pertainip* ♦" 
their respective deaneries; vherel^, as a 
cellent discipline was formerly muntaine 
our Church, ao it might he again, in a. 
measure, revived; in such a mannci, atka 
not to give the occasion we now Have, i 
Ash-Wednesday, to lament its loss car t 
among us. And, indeed, whoever ahaU on 
the ancient constitution of our Rural Dean 
as represented in an extract the doctor has 
from some of our antiquaries, and how ad 
hly they were fitted for good discipline . 
shall compare that witli what is already i 
practicable in the clergy meeting at tbeir 
ries, spoken of above; he will be apt to 
cimie, tliat as her ancient discipline if 
Church of England's wisli, and the desire 
good people, so no means seem more l»k< 
restore it, than the having libraries in our 
ra! rural deaneries for the clergy to met 
where tl>ey may act to such purposes an 
cording to such powersas shall be allowed 1 
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I might here also speak of the beginnings Dr. 
BroLf made towards parochial catechetical libra- 
ries in the isle of Man, as well as in the mean 
cures both in Eaigiancl and Wales ; but of this 
faereafber. 

About this time it was^ that, some of his 
friends observing that no provision was made 
to support him in the expensive service he had 
undartaken ibr the plantations, he was much 
persuaded to lay that design aside, and had 
withal two good preferments offered him at 
home of as good or better v^lue than what was 
pr(qwsed for him in Maryland, viz. that of Sub- 
Almoner, and die Donative of Aldgate in the 
City. But he declined all offers that were in- 
consistent with his going to Maryland, as soon 
as it should become proper for him to take that 
voyage. 

By the year 16^9, having waited upwards of 
two years for the return of the Act of Religion 
from Maryland, with such amendments as 
would render it without exception at the court 
of England ; and it being presumed by his su- 
periours, that it would be requisite the Doctor 
should now hasten over as well to encourage 
the passing of that act in their assen\blies, as to 
promote other matters for the service of religion 
there, it was signified to him from them, that 
they would have him take the opportunity of 
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the first ship. And, indeed, the Doctor having 
by this time tried all the ways he could think 
of, and done all that he was able to do here, to 
serve those parts ; and according to proposal, 
having provided Maryland, as also many other 
colonies, with a competent number of ministers, 
and furnished tliem with good libraries to be 
fixed in the places where they were sent, to 
remain there for ever ; he was of himself eager 
to follow ; and did accordingly, even in the 
winter; though he had no allowance made him 
towards the charge of the voyage, and the ser- 
vice he was to do ; but was forced to dispose of 
his own small effects, and r^use money on credit 
to support him in it. 

With this poor encouragement, and thus on 
Ills own provision, he took his voyage, Decem- 
ber 16, 1699, and arrived in Maryland after an 
extremely tedious and dangerous passage, the 
] Slh of March following. But, before I pro- 
ceed to what immediately followed on his arri- 
\d\, there remains something not unworthy to 
be mentioned, tliat was effected on this side the 
water, before he left the English shore, witli 
relation to the Missionaries and Libraries. 

He had observed long before this, that the 
Missionaries were often detained several weeks, 
and sometimes mouths, in our sea-ports, before 
tliey could go off, more especially in time of 
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war, when not only the want of wind, but of 
convoys, occasioned such stay. And he had 
often reflected upon it^ as of consequence to 
them, to have a library in each of the sea-ports 
where they usually embark, in which they 
might study during their stay on shore; and 
this, not only that they might lose no time 
toward their better improvement, but to prevent 
also the expence and scandal to which they 
might be exposed, by sauntering away whole 
hours together in coffee-houses, or perhaps less 
sober places. But could they have a library in 
each of those ports to be in all the time they 
would spare from their meals, and where they 
might recreate themselves, after hard study, 
with the conversation of their -brethren, whe- 
ther fellow missionaries, or the sea-chaplains, 
or other ingenious passengers in port ; and 
were the use of those libraries strictly enjoined 
them at their departure ; he presumed, scarcely 
any thing would contribute more to the 
advantage and reputation of our missions and 
missionaries : the ports being generally very 
loose places, and dangerous for young men 
to abide in long; and where, without em- 
ployment and a suitable retirement, they will 
be much exposed to such temptations as 
will stain their characters. Upon which consi- 
deration, and presuming withal, that, if the 
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fbundatioa of sucli ae»-port libnaiiB 
laid but bj a feir hooks, it would 
difficulty to <d>taiti consideiable ad 
the benefactioiis of the seaHiffica 
usually generous enough, as veU as 
gentlemen, if the clergy ic such p 
be zealous and active in proniotinig 
he formed pvoper proposais for the 
libraries, olitained some bencARti 
making a beginning, and took adac 
some books to deposit for that par 
port as should happen in hia way 
Pi'ovidenoe shoukl cast him. An 
happened, that he himself passed t 
was detained in three several places 
»o as to experieiioe person^ly the n 
he had before projected, he accordii 
design on foot in each of tbetn, 
Gravesend, Dcd, and at Plynooftth 
the last of these I have sometbin 
remark. 

Di-. Bray set sail from the Dow 
of December, and being driven int 
Sound tHi Cliristmas-Eve, remainec 
almost all ibe holidays, where his ti 
unascfully spent, if it were but wil 
the recovery of a tolerable library ■ 
dust and rubbish ; which was also 
him for a benefaction of books, ar 
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Mt a pM|>(i&&l for* taking in subscriptions to 
mftlce it a BCa-^it library for the use of mis- 
dioiiaties amd sea-chaplains, as irdl as others. 

The Dwtor arrived, as we said above, at 
Maryland on the J 2th of March, where^ beings 
not so nruch concerned at his own as the 
churches unsettlemcnt, he applied himself im- 
mediately and whoUy to repair the breadi made 
in the settlement of the parochial clergy. In 
order to whidi, he consulted in the first place 
the gitrremour, whom he found ready to concur 
in all proper methods (br the re^establishment 
of their maintenance. Against the next assem* 
bly, which was to be in May following, he sent 
to all the c]tvgy on the western shore, who 
only could come together in that season, to be 
acquainted from them with the disposition of 
the people, and their sentiments on this occa- 
sion ; and to advise with them what was proper 
to be done, in order to dispose the members of 
assembly to re-enact their law next meeting. 
Soon after he had dismissed the clergy, he made 
his parochial visitation, as far as it was possible 
for him at that season ; in which he met with 
very singular respect from persons of the best 
condition in the country ; which the Doctor by 
a happy conduct, of which he only was not 
sensible, turned to the advantage of that poor 
chttwh. 
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During the sessions of assemblyi and whiht 
the re-establishment of the church was depend* 
ing^ he preached very proper and seasonable 
sermons, and all of them with a tendency to 
incline the country to the establishment of the 
church and clergy. All which were so well re- 
ceived, that he had the thanks of the Assembly 
by messages from the house, for them, and for 
the services done to that church and province. 

The Doctor was providentially on such good 
terms with the assembly, that they ordered the 
Attorney-General to advise with him in the 
drawing up of the bill. And, that he himself 
might the better advise in that case, he sent for 
the most experienced clergy within reach, to 
suggest to him what, upon their own and their 
brethren's experience^ they found would be of 
advantage to them, and the churah, to be in- 
serted in, or left out of it ; by which means the 
constitution of that church has much the advan- 
tage of any in America. 

It may not be amiss to observe in this place, 
that as well during the general court or assize, 
which preceded the assembly, and lasted thir- 
teen days, as during the sessions of assembly 
itself, he was under a necessity of much civil 
but chargeable entertainment of the gentlemen 
of the province, who universally visited him ; a 
charge, however, which he thought requisite^ 
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M circttmstances then were, that he might 
strengthen his inte^rest in them, the better to 
promote the establishment of the clergy's main- 
tenance. 

The bill being prepared, as it passed with a 

nemine contradicente, so it was on all hands 
owned and declared, that it was very providen- 
tial that Dr. Bray came into the country at that 
jimcture. It was looked upon as a difficult at- 
tempt, to have that law re-enacted, after two 
repulses at home ; it being contrary to the in- 
structions given with all govemours, that when 
a law has been reversed at home, a bill of the 
«ame nature should be again passed in any of 
their assemblies. And considering also the in- 
terest of the people to be eased of the forty per 
poll, and the bad humour the country was 
brought into by the insinuations of the Quakers 
and Papists, (no unnatural coalition,) and the 
discouragements those who were well-affected 
to the Church met with, in having their lauda- 
ble endeavours for its establishment and support 
so often repulsed ; all these things considered, 
it was often and universally owned, that had 
not the Doctor come in when he did, the estab- 
lishment would scarcely have been so much a^ 
attempted, much less have succeeded. It was 
undoubtedly designed by the Quakers, to put 
the greatest ailur upon this new-erected church, 
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ilnd totally to dkoourage any further Mru^ 
glings to preserve it fipom AUiaig, that thqr fxui* 
trived cot only to lavie the lair Sof its cstehiish* 
ment annulled just before the commissaiys go- 
ing £3r Maiyland, but that they seat a Qaaker 
With the ovder of council, kt tlie very wnie Aif 
with him. But it pkased God to order it^ that 
this should oontribute yery much to its tstaii* 
lishment; the ifidoleace of the Quakers in that 
contrivance raising « gt^at indignation in the 
friends to that settlement^ and the Doctor's pre- 
sence not a littk animatifi^ them to attenvpt 
anew its restoratdoa. 

Soon after the assembly was closed, the com* 
niissaay cited the whole clergy of the province 
to a general visitation at Annapolis^ to be held 
May 2Sf 1704; at which visitation fer what 
was done, 

I. In order to prevent scandals of the mints- 
tej^ vvlio slioukl come in ; 

II. To keep them to tlieir duty in cateciiis- 
ing, preaching, and visiting ; and, 

III. To propagt^te the true religion in the 
neighbouring provinces, {the first measures for 
supporting missions where no established main- 
tenance was provided, being establii&hed at that 
visitation); see the printed acts thereof. 

At tlie close of the visitation, as will 
appear by the said acts, the clergy taking into 
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ooofideraAmi, that the violent oppoeilaon of the 
Quakers against the estabHshment of that 
church would, ia all probabilrtjr, ooDlinue so as 
to get the lair for its^ estabttslnneiit^ so lately 
te^enarkedi^ aoDomlled agaia at home ; they en-* 
taeamd mto debates^ whether it would not be of 
ecnifequeiice ta tiie preserration and final set« 
tiement c^ that diarchy that the Doctor should 
be recpented to go home with the law, and to. 
mlmt the i oyal asisenl 

It had been before voted, at the passing oi 
the bin in th« house of burgesses, that he should 
he desired to request the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, and the Mshop of London, to favour that 
good law, by obtaining his Majesty's royal as- 
sent to it, with all convenient speed. And the 
members, who gave him the account of passing 
their vote, told him withal that it was the gene- 
ric opinioB of the house, that he could be most 
servieeable therein, by waiting personally oa 
their lordships, rather than by letters, in which 
he could not croud all that might be necessary 
to be represented concerning the state of 
the church, and the necessity, at that time, of 
their utmost patronage. And it was in debate, 
whether this should not be made the desire of 
the 93sembly. j^t it was thought too unrea- 
sonable a request from them, who were sensible 
of the*great charge and fatigue he had alr^dy 
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been at, in the service of that province, as ihejr: 
had a few days before acknowledged by a mes* 
sage of thanks from that house. 

Such were the sentiments of the members of 
the assembly, as to the necessity of his contiing 
home to solicit the establishment of that 
church. And the clergy meeting at their visi- 
tation, some weeks after, as they had time to 
know more fully the sense of the province upon 
it, so they represented it to him, as the earnest 
desire of the more sensible persons throughout 
the country, as well as of the assembly-men, 
that he should go over with the law to Eng- 
land ; being aware that the Quakers would this 
last time openly, and the Papists covertly, make 
the utmost efforts against the establishment of 
that church, by false representations at home 
of the numbers and riches of their party, and 
by insinuating, that, to impose upon them an 
established maintenance for the clergy, would 
be prejudicial to the interest of the- province, by 
obliging so many wealthy traders to remove 
from it. The falsity of which, or any other 
suggestions, they thought him best able to 
make appear, by the information which he had 
gained from this visitation. 

And there were many other advantages to 
the church in those parts, which they proposed 
by his coming home at that time, Vhich were 
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urged as reasons for it ; as may be seen in the 
acts of that visitation. Upon the consideration 
of air which, though there was no provision 
could be made there to support him in that 
charge, and the commissary's office would also 
yield him no profit, it not being tenable^ by the 
law of the country, but by one residing in it ; 
yet, upon the consideration of much publick 
gobd, he determined himself, and took his voy- 
age soon after. 

He was no sooner arrived in England, than he 
found their apprehensions in Maryland not ill 
grounded. For the Quakers forthwith bestir- 
red themselves so exceedingly, that it was 
amazing to see what prejudices they had quickly 
raised in those who had then the cognizance of 
plantation*afFairs, and what false and formida- 
ble computations they gave in of the clergy's 
charge to the country. Which false sugges- 
tions when they were found to stick even with 
some that seemed well-affected to that church, 
Dr. Bray refuted by a printed memorial ; repre- 
senting truly the state of the Church of Mary- 
land, to the full satisfaction of all to whom it 
was communicated. 

And indeed, considering the opposition which 
was made to the law when it came home, the 
Doctor's presence seemed to be as seasonable 
Jhcre, as it had been before thought in getting 
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it r&<nacted in Maryland. For i 
th« occasion t^ his speedy ittu^ Ttnd c t kt tm d, 
(and it did quickly spread abroad of itself even 
without the printed account he gave of it^) 
than it created such censures against thoiewho 
appeared no well-wishers to that settlement^ as 
perhaps were none of the least occaaiona that 
it fared not again, as formeily it had done. 

But though the law, with much solidtatioii 
and struggling, was preserved fitmi being to- 
tally disannulled ; yet many of the exceptions 
which the Quakers made agunst it, sticking 
with the Lords of Trade ; all that could he diy- 
tained was, that Dr. Bray might, with advice of 
council, draw up another bill, according to the 
instructions of that board ; and, sending that 
bill to Maiyland to be passed into a law, bad 
the promise that his Majesty, upon its return, 
would confirm it here. In the drawing up of 
this bill, he was at great charge with coimcil; 
and, after it had been thrice amended at the 
plantation-board, it was at last approved. 

Happy was the province of Maiyland, in 
having its concerns managed at this critical 
juncture, by such an able and indefiitigaUe 
agent. The Quakers opposition to the estab- 
lishment now depending, was carried on by 
united councils and contributions ; but the Doc- 
tor refuted their specious olgections by unait* 
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5fwerable reasons, and placed the affair in such 
an advantageous light, that his majesty decid- 
ed, without any appearance of hesitation, in 
"die Church's favour, and gave the royal assent 
in these remarkable words : 

" Have the Quakers the benefit of a tolera- 
tion ? Let the Established Church have an es- 
tablished maintenance/' 

This chargeable and laborious undertaking 
having ^swallowed up the Doctor's own small 
fortune, a noble lord * presented him, after his 
return, with a bill of ^'.300 ; a sensible proof 
of his zeal for the honour of religion, and the 
support of those who sacrificed the most valu- 
able interests of this life in its service. But so 
much did the Doctor avoid all appearance of 
self-interest, that a large proportion of this wa^ 
devoted to the advancement of his, publick de- 
signs. Tliough he was vested with the charac- 
ter of commissary, yet no share of the revenue 
proposed was annexed to it. And this'disap- 
pointment, though injurious in the highest de- 
gree, was not made by him either matter of 
complaint there, or of remonstrance here. 

His generosity, which induced him to throw 
in two sums of <£.50 each, that were presented 
to himself in Maryland, towards defraying the 

* l.ord Wejmonth* 
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charge of their libraries and law ; his indefattg:^ 
able endeavours to promote its Interest, ^ tQg^ 
tlier with the success which attended all hi^ 
measures for completing and perfecting the p«>- 
lity and establishment of that church ; woul4 
best appear from the several orders of council, 
from his own letters to the govemour, speaker^ 
and attorney-general of Maryland, should it not 
swell this account to too great a bulk, by tran- 
scribing of them. Indeed the relation he cour 
tracted at this juncture to Maryland, was wb^t 
he ever after esteemed as sacred and indissolur 
ble : which made him countenance all advances 
towards cultivating religion, and morality, ia 
that province. 

After the return of Dr. Bray from thence in 
1 700-1, he published his circular letters to t|n^ 
clergy of Maryland ; a memorial representii)^. 
the present state of religion on the continent of. 
North America, and the ^cts of his visita^io^ 
lield at Annapolis ; for which he h^d the thanUsi 
of the society above-mentioned. Not only tbg 
Bishop of London approved entirely of all these 
transactions, but also the Archbiflihop c^ Caiite^-^ 
bury declared, that he was well s^jtisfipd wH^ 
the reasons of Dr. Bray's return from the W^i^ 
Indies ; and added, that his mission tiiithep will 
be of the greatest consequence imaginable tQ 
the establishment of religion in those parts. 
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The Doctor, as was before occasionally ob* 
«ervcd, fonned a plan of a Protestant congrega- 
tkm, or Society, for the Propagation of Chris- 
tian Knowledge ; which he laid before the Bi- 
shop of London, in the year I697, on the mis- 
carriage of the bill for " Vesting of Lands given 
to Superstitious Uses in Greenwich Hospital, 
and to provide for Protestant Missionaries." 
On this plan, a Society was constituted ; and, 
though the design of having them incorporated 
fcy charter, could not be then brought to bear, 
yet they still subsisted, and acted as a voluntary 
Society. But, their number and benefactions 
«tcreasiiig, a dtiftrcnt constitution and more 
extensive powersr appeared necessary for the 
«iccess of the undertakings Application was 
therefore made by Dr. Bray, to his majesty 
ICing William, for his royal charter.* It ap^

The gen- 
tlemen, who composed that venerable body, 
were so sensible how much was owing to the

** Now forasmuch as your majesty hath already been gra- 
ciously pleased to take the state of the souls of your ma- 
jesty'is subjects in those parts, so far into con»deration, as 
to found and endow a Royal College in Virginia for the 
religious education of tlieir youth, your petitioner is thereby 
the more encouraged to hope, that your majesty will also 
fjivour any the like designs and ends« which shall be prose- 
cuted by proper and effectual means* 

«Your 
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Ttal and solicitation of the Doctor, that it was 
resolved, that thanks should be returned to him 
for his great care and pains in procuring the 
grant of the said letters. If this Society is now 
enabled, by a revenue arising from occasional 
benefactions and settled endowments, to sup- 
port a number of missionaries, school-masters^ 
and catechists, for the propagation of Christi- 
anity in foreign* parts ; the zealous labours of 
Dr. Bray, to which it chiefly ow^es its establish- 
ment, must be remembered with gratitude and 
honour. The author of " A Letter from a re-

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tiding Member of tlie Society c^ London for 
Promoting Chriatiau Knowledge, to a cocrea. 
ponding Member in the Country," has done 
him justice in his account of the origiB of the 
incorporated Society. He observes " tliat ib 
took its rise from the indefatigable endea- 
vours of a reverend Clergyman tlien living 
(Dr. Bray) to promote Christian knowledge 
in our foreign plantations." 

In the year I703, Dr. Bray published an Es- 
*ay, to shew the incompetent provision in many 
parishes, through a great part of the kbgdom, to 
enable the clergy to instruct the people. So ge- 
neral a disposition was excited to encourage this 
excellentwork, that as his other design of forming 
a Society for propagating the Gospel was estab- 
lished by royal charter, so this of founding libra-- 
lies was brought to maturity, by gradual advan- 
ces, under the patronage of the legislature. For 
anactofparhamentpassedin the seventh year of 
Queen Anne, entitled, " An Act for the better 
Preservation of Parochial Libraries in that part 
of Great Britain called England," Sir Peter 
King, afterwards Lord Chancellor, was the gen- 
tleman who brought the bill into the house; 
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That nothing might be wanting to enrich and 
adorn the work, he established a correspondence 
i^itb teamed foreigners of the first distinction, 
arnd called in the assistance of the most eminent 
fenoni. This work consists of some choice and 
learned treatises of celebrated authors, which 
iftireTe grown Tery scarce, rangedand digested into 
as regular an history as the nature of the subject 
would admit* He proposed to compile a second 
Tolume; and had, at no small expence and 
pains, furnished himself with materials for it. 
But he was afterwards obliged to lay the prose- 
cution of this design aside ; and bequeathed, by 
will, his valuable collection of " Martyrological 
Memoirs," both printed and manuscript^ to [c] 
Sion College. He was, indeed, so great a master 
of the history of Popery, tliat few authors could 
be presumed able, with equal accuracy and learn- 
ing, to trace the origin and growth of those ex- 
orbitant claims which arc made by the See of 
Rome. 

He was happily formed, by nature, both for 
the active and the retired life. Charity td the 
souls of other men, was wrought up to the high- 
est pitch in his own. Every reflection on the 
dark, and forlorn, condition of the Indians and 
Negroes excited, in bis bosom, the most gene- 
rous emotions of pity and concern. He con- 
ceived nothing so desirable as to be the rnstru 
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ment of vecovering those lost sheep, and brin 
ingtliem into the fold of their heavenly Pasfe 
His voyage to Holland, to solicit King Willian 
protection and encouragement to his good d 
aign^; and the proofs he gave of a publick spi: 
and disinterested zeal, in such a series of ger 
rous undertakings; obtained him the esteem 
Mr. D'Allone of the Hague, a gentleman n 
more celebrated for his penetration and addn 
in state affairs, than for a pious disposition 
uiind. A just sense of the inestimable bli 
sings, reached out to mankind by the Gosp 
inspired him with a zeal to make those, wlio ] 
without the Christian pale, partakers of the 
An epistolary correspondence commenced ve 
early between him and the Doctor upon tl 
subject ; the result of which was, that he ga 
In his life time, a sum to be applied to the cc 
version of the Negroes, desiring withal the D( 
tor to accept the management and .disposal 
it. But that a standing provision might 
made for this purpose, Mr. D'Allone bequeathi 
by his last will, a certain proportion of his Ei 
lish estate to Dr. Bray and his Associates, 
wards erecting a capital fund or stock for c( 
verting the Negroes in the British plantatio 
The Doctor was acquainted by the Right I- 
^curable the Lord Viscount Palmerston, so 
after Mr. D'AUones death, with his having I 
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this noble bequest, which amounted to the sum 
of <£.900. And, as it happened tliat soon after, 
namely, in Christmas 1723, Dr. Bray had so dan- 
gerous a sickness that his recovery was out of 
hope, Lord JPalmerston was pleased to inti- 
mate, that it would be requisite he should 
nominate and appoint, by deed, such as he would 
desire to have Associates with him in the dispo* 
sition of the legacy. This he accordingly did, 
choosing gentlemen, of whose affections to this 
and his other pious designs he had ample ex- 
perience. 

The Doctor finding by the words of Mr. 
D'Allone's will, as well as by his former letters, 
that he depended much upon him to form and 
model the design ; that he might not be want- 
ing to give the best assistance he could to a 
work so truly Christian, he immediately applied 
himself to form a scheme for the most effectual 
proceeding in this aifair. Though the legacy 
could not soon be paid in, yet in assurance of 
its certainty, being intrusted to a person so truly 
honourable as Lord Palmerston, he endeavoured, 
as occasion offered, to set forward its design. 
This he did, by sounding the inclinations of 
some missionaries sent to him by the Bishop of 
London, whether they would engage in the 
measures proposed for the instruction of the 
Negroes which they should find (as they would 
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find voAhy) in tbetr several caret. Thoiti 
be observed well disposed to this object, bd fiiiT'* 
ntshed with books, as necessary helps to f he*i and 
tbeir suecessours, in discharging that pari of tbetF 
office ; and, a* a further encoutageihent, he fur-» 
nbhed them with other smaller pieces, ;iiore 
immediately proper for the instructtoit of the 
Negroes. When the legacy was paid, tbe early 
iiisues from it being too inconsiderable to begia 
the work in such a manner as might assure to 
himself, and his associates, the desired event,, 
there was an apparent necessity either of brok- 
ing in upon the capital, or of furnishhjg bc^dcs 
on its credit* The Doctor^ being desirous thstt 
Ibe legacy might be handed down to bis^ Mc-i 
cessours in the tmst without any defalcatkmy 
chose to make up tbe deficieacies at his own 
expence, and charge what was expended in 
tho^ provisions on the fund< He did not pro- 
pose to receive any iiitercst for his money ; andy 
d(t his deathy obliged his executrix to submit to» 
tbe disadvantage of a gradual reimbursemeitL 

Tbe better to prepare them for the work, such 
as^ cai»e fo him being genera^lly yotin^ divines: 
who bad not read much, be knt fhesol such 
books as he thought proper to empkry their 
studies whdflst they should remialil in LumAcm } 
mid put them upon a catechetical exercise on 
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$maih1£^ evenings in bis own parish"*^. Iii^ 
deed he conceived it would be of singular use 
to have such missionaries under a probation 
here, before sent abroad ; and fcrr this end found* 
ed a probationary library, that, during tlie time 
of their probation, they might read over a whole 
course of divinity, whereby they would be rcU"^ 
dered more fit to teach, and give some speci- 
mens of their preaching abilities* 
. No fixed and invariable scheme can. be here 
always pursued. Time and change of circum« 
stances may render diffeinent measures necessary. 
Several of the plantation-clergy want no other 
inducements, than those arising from the nature 
of their function, to direct their endeavours to 
this end. They have not objected the extent 
of their cures, but the scarcity and dearness 
of books, which are so necessary to enable 
them to succeed in their labours* As the fund 
enlarges, it may extend to. pecuniary gvatuitiesy 
and otlier encouragements, as shall be thought 
nuxst expedient. The accoantSy that have beea 
transmitted from the plantations, sufficiently 
discover the success that has attended this me« 
thod hitherto observed in conducting the de^ 
sign. But the Doctor left his. Associates at li-

fered to him, sind was accepted by hnn, ia the year I70€^i 
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berty to proceed in any other of their own 
forming. 

In the year 1726, he was employed in com- 
posing and printing his " Directoriiim Missiona- 
rium"; his "Primordia Ribliothecaria," and some 
other Tracts of the like kind. About this time 
also he wrote a short account of Mr. Rawlet, the 
pious author of the " Christian Monitor;'" and 
reprinted the " Life of Mr. Gilpin," and " Eras- 
mus's Ecclcsiastes.** Some of these were calcu- 
lated for the use of the mission; and, in one, he 
has endeavoured to shew, that civilizing the 
Indians must be the first step in any successful 
attempt for their conversion. In his "Primor- 
dia Bibliothecaria" we have several schemes of 
parochial libraries, and a method laid down to 
proceed, by a gradual progression from strength 
to strength; from a collection not- much ex- 
ceeding, in value, one pound to an hundred. 
His attention to other good works, occasioned 
ho discontinuance of this design, the success of 
which was so much the object of his desires. 
And accordingly benefactions came in so fast, 
that he had business enough upon his hands to 
form the libraries desired, and to discharge him- 
self of them. As the furnishing the parochial 
clergy with the means of instruction, would be 
an effectual method to promote Christian know- 
ledge; so another expedient, manifestly sub- 
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lervient to the same end, would be, he thought, 
to imprint on the minds of those who are ad- 
mitted into the ministry, previously to their 
admission, a just sense of its various duties, and 
their great importance. With this view he re- 
printed the " Ecclesiastes of Erasmus," a name 
of great authority in therepublick of letters, and 
to whom the re-establishment of polite literature 
was principally owing. This treatise was writ- 
ten at the desire of a Bishop of the Romish 
Church; and it is well worthy our observation,, 
with how much energy the learned author em- 
ploys all the arguments that he could think, 
proper, to excite a conscientious regard to the 
weight of the ministerial office, and a becoming 
diligence in the discharge of it. As excellent 
as this performance is, it lay before mixed and 
undistinguished in his voluminous works, and 
could rarely fall into the hands of any, except 
those few who have access to publick libraries ; 
so that a distinct impression of it, is what the 
Doctor might justly intend as a common benefit 
to the greater part of his own order. Take his 
opinion of the book, and his view in reprinting 
it, ii^ his own words :* " Whenever I take into, 
my hands this invaluable piece of Erasmus's 
Ecclesiastes, methiuks I experience what has 
been often said to be found by others, with res-

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pect to that of Thomas a Kempis de Imitattone 
Christi, namdy, That let a man read him never 
so often, evo; time he wiH find something' new 
in him ; so poignant, so penetrating, are the 
periods and sentiments of the learned ErasmuF 
Felating to this great concern, even to the ex- 
ceeding himself in eveiy thing he wrote. 

" And it were much to be wished, that among 
the many other tracts in divinity, or relating 
to that subject, requisite to be thoroughly read 
ia our universities, by those who are designed 
fti»theniinistry,previouslytotheirentrance into 
holy orders ; it were to be wished, I say, that 
tiwir penisat of thi^ or some other tract upon 
tbe pastoral ewe, were strictly insisted on, and 
Bicely inqaired into, before their college tcsti- 
moaialisshonld be granted them. And it is more- 
•¥w humWy apprehended, that it would not be 
amiss if a ftirther and more particular examina- 
ticHi should be made afterwards, by such as 
Bsually examine the candidates before their ad- 
mission imto htrfy ordei-s, whether they arc so 
sequwnted with this admirable piece of Eras- 
mus, as to have imbibed his nobte sentimenls 
eoneeniing the pastoral care. Surely if such 
injunctions were generally given concerning a 
previous consideration of the duties of a minis- 
ter, ftw or none would dare so precipitately and 
unprepaf^y to. tJuust- tbemwks^ noeriy- in 



virar of a livelihood or preferment^ into the 
effi^e of deacons and presbyters, as too many,' 
alas ! have been fbimd to do, without oonsidw* 
mg that Onta Angelids humeru fomudoHdum^ 
as a great man $peQ.ks 4^ tha pastoral office, 
and without consideiiag how unequal thecr 
shoulders are to bear it. 

'' In short, I may venture to say, tha,t few of 
those many, who have written upon the nature 
and importance of the pastoral care, ever ex«* 
ceeded the most eloquent and learned ErasoMifi^ 
in ills awful way of delivering his seiitimepta 
en this weighty office. Every period in the frst 
liook 'of \x\% Ecclesiastes being so pungent, aadl 
00 admirably well levelled at tlva b^ld preotpk 
tancy and wretched views with which many, 
toe many, enter into holy orders. And I an% 
persuaded, that, being read over before-hand, it 
Would deter, some at least, from venturing, £ib» 
tie manihisn^^im an office they are so little qucu 
lified fi>r, as a thing in itself horridly profaae 
and audaeioues in them: and thcv serious andk 
ftequent perusal of the same afterward, 0vem 
through the whole course of a ministry, wouMH 
stimulate and invigorate even tlie best qualified 
and disposed among us, to execute the sacredi 
tnist to the honour of our great Redeemer, and 
the promoting of his kingdom, by the destnic^ 
Hon of^e dominion of sin and Satan.^ 
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In the year 1727i an acquaintance of Df. 
Bray s made a casual visit to Whitechapel pri- 
son; and his representation of the miserable 
state of the prisoners had such an effect on the 
Doctor, that he immediately applied himself to 
solicit benefactions, in order to relieve them ; 
and he had soon contributions sufficient to pro- 
vide a quantity of bread, beef, and broth on 
Sundays, and now and then on the interme- 
diate days, for this prison and the Borough 
G>mpter. To temporal he always endeavoured 
to join spiritual provisions. And, to inure them 
to the most distasteful parts of their office, the 
intended missionaries were here employed in 
reading and preaching. On tliis occasion the 
sore was first opened, and that scene of inhu- 
manity imperfectly discovered; which, after- 
wards, some worthy patriots of the House of 
Commons took so much pains to enquire into 
and redress. That zeal and compassion, which 
led them to carry on this inspection and regulate 
many gross abuses, could not but procure them, 
the esteem of one distinguished by such an ex- 
tensive benevolence as Dr. Bray. 

The Divine guardianship apparently accom-, 
panied both his designs of founding libraries, 
and converting the negroes. The former, par-, 
ticularly, was advanced under the patronage of 
persons in the highest stations. But being now 
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faf advanced in years^ and continually i^minded 
of his approaching change by the imbecility 
and detSkys of old age, Ite was desirous of en- 
larging the number of his Associates, and adding 
snch to them, in whose zeal and integrity he 
might repose an entire confidence. The in- 
quiry into the state of the gaols was an event, 
"(yhich, at this juncture, providentially occa- 
sioned an interview between the Doctor and Mr. 
(afterwards General) Oglethorpe. This worthy 
gentleman, when it was proposed, wanted no 
arguments to prevail upon him to accept the 
trust ; and engaged several others* some of the 
first rank and distinction, to act with him and , 
' [p] the former Associates. All the undertakings, 
iadeed, were of such a nature, as well deserved 
the support of men of great and generous 
iliinds. 

To these two designs of founding Libraries, 
and instructing the Negroes, a third was now 
added; which, though at first view it appears 
to be of a different nature, has a perfect coinci- 
dence with them. The miserable condition of 
multitudes, for want of employment, has of late 
excited the highest degree of compassion in the 
Veasts of all charitable persons. The provision 
which the legislature has made, by a late act for

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erecting parish workhouses, proves insufficient; 
and therefore, out of the same charitable regard 
to mankind, [e] a design was formed of establish- 
ing a colony in America, than which none can . 
be better intitled to consideration and encou" 
ragement. The advantages which will accrue 
to the publick from such a settlement, is a sub« 
ject of too large an extent to be considered here, 
and out of my province. 

I must not omit mentioning the part Dr. 
Bray bore in establishing the Society for Re, 
formation of Manners ; in setting up Charity-* 
Schools ; and erecting a Society for the Relief 
of poor Proselytes. Most of the Religious So* 
cieties in London owe grateiiil acknowledge- 
ments to his memory, and are in a g^eat mea* 
sure formed on the plans he projected. 

And now the Doctor having happily lodged « 
his principal designs in the hands of able ma- 
nagers; being on the verge of the grave, he 
could not but review his undertakings with 
complacency, and thank the good Providence 
of God, which appeared to lay such trains for 
their advancement. His conscience crowned 
him with a secret applause, which was an in- 
exhaustible source of comfortable reflections 
and joyful presages in his last minutes [p]. 
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[A.] p. 7. This proposal for Patochtal Libraries 
heing well approved of by the Bishops, Kc.l • It #as 
countenanced bj those eminent prelates, whose 
learned and pibus labours adorn the aniials of this 
^country, ^nd have endeared their names to all the 
wise and good ; by Tenison, Sharp> Comptou, Lloyd, 
Stillingfleet, Patrick, Moore, I consider the docu- 
menty which records their co-operation with Dr. 
Bray> as too interesting to*be here omitted. ** WiE 
look upon this design as what will tend very much t6 
propagate Christian knowledge in the Indies, ' as it 
will, in all likelihood, invite sbme of the more studious 
-and virtuous persons out of the Universities to tindet* 
take the ministry in those parts, and will be a means 
of rendering them useful when they are there : Aiid 
therefore, as we shall contribute cheerfully towalrds 
promoting these Parochial Libraries, sd we hope that 
many pidus persons will be found, who, out of love 
to religioii and learning, will also coiitribute* there- 
^uiito.

[B] p. \9. in kii Essay to promote necessary and 
usfful knowledge at home, Xc] In this judicious Essayi 
(published in l697,) speaking of the charge attending 
the formation of Lending Libraries, Dr. Bray offered 
some excellent remarks in regard to the method by 
which that object might, (as it yet may,) in the 
leveral districts of the clergy, be accomplished. Hf 
presumed, and jusdypreaumed, that, if the foundatioa 
of a Library were once laid in each deanery, the stoek 
by some meant or other would so<mi encrease to acom« 
plete set of all necessary books, and that well-choaw 
hooks, to the value of thirty pounds, would lay a good 
foundation. The method, which he proposed, was a 
aubscription to be raised amongst both clergy and geA- 
.try { each clergyman paying at the viaitaUon to thenundi 
dean some small matter, proportionable to. the value 
of his living or circumstances in the worid; the 
gentry subscribing what in their generosity they should 
think fit. He proposed also, diat the subscribers 
should b»e entitled to the privilege of borrowing at any' 
time, from Libraries thus esUibliihoda a bookfor 
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Mtwh reading ; aud, that there might be proper and 
acceptable books, he exhibited a catalogue, of which 
the component arUcles wonld not exceed in price the 
mm mentioned. These he arranged under the classes 
of History EctJesiasticat, General, Particular ; History 
Civil, General, Particular ; Geography and Travels, 
General, Particular j Theology, I. Apologetical. II. 
General Bodies of Divinity. III. Particular, uponsome 
«f the more imporunt subjects : First, upon the 
whole Body of Christiaa Faith or some of its great 
Articles. Secondly, Upon what relates to the duties 
-of Christianity, and upon the Duties themselves. IV. 
Sennoni. V. Controversy. VI. Humanity. Vlt, 
Towards the Promotion of Natural Knowledge. 

The Eubscriptron, suggested by Dr Bray to the 
■clergy, was, thata clergyman of two hundred pounds 
per annum neednot subscribe, at the annual visitation, 
■bore tea or fifteen shillings ; of one hundi-ed pounds, 
vbove five or ten shillings ; and of fifty potinds, above 
fadf a crown or five shillings. And though many o£ 
«ar clergy, he observed, possessed noble libraries of 
their own, and needed not a supply of this nature, 
there could however be no doubt of their SHbscriptions, 
since the deugn, of which he was the advocate^ was 
calculated not to serve private respects, but tbepubUcfc 
interests of religion and learning. 

ForesMing a possible objection to his proposal at 
tiist time, namely, the excessive scsrcity of money, 
especially amongstthe clergy, then exhausted more thaii 
Mhers by publick payments, he argued thus : " The 
very objection itself seems to ma to bethe most forciblt 
reason for puUtng a design of tiiis nature on foot, »ai 
"--c^ieeiaUy U tUs time. For is it so, ttmt ene third of 
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the English clergy are not now in a condition to buy 
a sufficient quantity of books ? Well : but, On the 
ottier side, I hope it will be granted that books must 
be had, or else religion must fall to the ground. And 
if SO) putting both together, I think it will follow, that 
since very few are capable to furnish their studies at 
their own proper cost, it is therefore necessary that 
all should join their forces. And what is impossible 
for them singly, would be easy for them joiutly. For 
* * Muliorum manibus grande levatur onus?^ 

Having, in this publication^ given the List of aif 
incipient collection, he afterwards published that ex^ 
tensive and most useful Catalogue, of which there 
have been two editions, and without which no ecclesi- 
astical library can be pronounced complete, entitled 
Bibliotheca Parochialis. It abounds with information 
acceptable to the scholar as well as the divine, and pecu- 
liarly serviceable in directing the exertions of those 
who may form or found libraries. A second volume 
of this work was announced, as almost ready for the 
press, to which an essay on the history, nature^ and 
use of libraries was to have been prefixed. But it 
was neverpublished.

the great number of poor throughout this kingdom^ 
to the great advantage of them and their families, the 
future ease of parish charges, the increase of trade^ an 
addition to the crown * revenue, and profit to thp 
kingdom in general." 

[F] p. 50. It remains for me to state, that Dr. Bray 
died on the fifteenth of February 1730, in ,the seventy 
third year of his age, . {t is an erroQeous assertion in 
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the Biographia Britannica, that be left no oth^t issue 
than a daughter. He left a son also. 

In his Will, he directs his funeral to be in the most 
priyafce and least expensive manner possible, that the 
more may ^be provided for pious and charitable uses.. 
To the Incumbents of Sheldon in Wurwickshire, of 
irhich parish he was rector, he bequeaths his Library 
at that place. To Coleshill in the same county,^ 
thirty one folio volumes ; to Ledsham in Yorkshire, 
two boxes of books ; towards a library of lady Blountfs 
or Mr. Stephen Hales^s nomination to a parish near 
Arundel in Sussex, one box ; and for the probationary 
Library, six boxes, to be deposited in the hands of 
Mr. S* Smith, assistant preacher at St. Botolph Aldgate, 
ot to the reading curate there for the time being. He 
also devises, to the books already given by the Tnis* 
tees for Parochial Libraries towards a Probationary Li- 
brary, an addition of twenty pounds in books towards 
rendering it a complete and regular Library for the 
immediate use of the missionaries during the time of 
their probation. 

He was anxious to establish Marine Librariea^and be- 
queathed twenty-five pounds for the purpose of pro*, 
viding the chaplains to men of war with some of the 
choicest theological, philological, historical, and ma« 
Cbematical tracts; but, in the codicil to his will,writt6n 
not long before he died, he states himself reduced to 
auch weakness as not to be able to arrange a regular 
plan for these Libraries, recommending however to 
publick notice the formation of establishments so de* 
aireable. 

He directed all his Catechetical Pieces to be trans^ 
ttittedto the three classes of Catfchumens for the con* 
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Tersion of the Negroes. He ordered that all the historical, 
chrotiologicaI,and geographical books which should b« 
found in his library, as also the Fathers, the Commen- 
taries of Cornelius k Lapide, and the works of Luthet 
and Melancthon, which he valued at one hundred 
pounds, should bd applied towards the raising « 
Lending or Publick Library in any market town in Eng# 
land, if any publick-spirited person or persons would 
advance for the same, within three years next after hii 
decease, the sum of fifty pounds, and allot the same to 
such place ; otherwise, he directed those books to bo 
told by his executrix (his daughter] and applied to tha 
use of his son, William Bray. 

All the rest of his books, not otherwise bequeathed^ 
he gave to be divided, at the discretion of Mrt Samuel 
Sknith, to the Parochial Library of Sheldon, and to 
Professor Hamilton of Edinburgh for the purpose of 
distributing them to the Lending Libraries in th^ 
Highlands of Scotland^ 
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'T^HE Associates of the late reverend Dr. Bray be^ 
leave to represent to the pubHck the nature of tho 
designs in which they are engaged, and to point out 
their beneficial tendency ; hoping, that among the va- 
rious schemes calculated for promoting the common 
good, their's also may be allowed some merit, and, 
when rightly considered, be thought worthy of the 
favourable regard of all generous and well-disposed 
Christians. 

Praise, given to a publick-spirited man, i& not only 
matter ofjustice,but of publick utility. His history car- 
ries along with it a moral lesson ; and the justice done to 
his memory gives encouragement to the like virtues. 
His example must one way or other affect all; for those, 
whom it cannot instruct, it will upbraid. On this 
head we could speak largely in the praise of Dr. Bray, 
as a person highly eminent and exemplary in his age 
for a truly Apostolical zeal ; as the projector or pro* 
ihoter of many very important schemes * for the pro*

pagation of Christianity. But it i» sufficient for 
present purpose, to coasider only these two points, in 
the management of which we are immediately interest* 
ed| namely; *' The making provision for Parochial and 
Lending Libraries ; and for the Conversion of adult 
Negroes, and the Education of their Children in thft 
British Plantations.** 

In the year 1696, Dr. Bray was, by the Bishop of 
London, appmnted Commissary of Maryland for thtt 
establishment, and better regulation, of ecclesiasticd 
concerns in that province. Whilst engaged in this 
employment, he observed the difficulties and discou- 
ragements, under idiich the nussionaries laboured in 
that country ; ai^ reflecting on the means, by which 
those difficulties might be removed, or lessened, be 
founds that a competent provision of Books was ab*. 
•olutdy necessary ; and that, for want of these, the 
end of their mission was often disappointed. Accord* 
ingly his first attempt was to remedy this defect; byre- 
presenting the state of the case to the English bi^ops, 
and desiring their assistance and encouragement in 
procuring Parochial Libraries for the use of the mis^ 
aionaries* 

While he was thus busied in soliciting benefactions, 
for establishing Libraries in the Plantations, he often 
Siet With answers to this effect : That we had poor 
Cures and poor Minisiers enough in England. The 
Doc^r, Jealous to do good in every way, look ad^ 
vantage of this intimatioui and improved it to the 
beneficent purpose of founding Parochial and Lending^ 
Libraries in England and Wales* 

The expediency of this design is too obvioua to 
ifteed any proof; for it is evident, that the incumbents- 
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wmd curates of the many very small livings in this 
country must necessarily labour under a want of 
Books. And we need not pQint out the bad effects of 
auch a circumstance, with regard both to themselvesj^ 
and the people committed to their care. Yet laudable - 
as this design is, the Associates have no certain fund 
for its support. However, it has been hitherto* 
carried on to the great advantage of numeroua 
parishes ; many Libraries having been founded by the 
voluntary contributions in Money and Books of some 
pious benefactors. For there is a Repository for do* 
nations of Books at the Society^s Office^. And the 
Associates are careful in making the properest appli^ 
cation of every such benefaction that comes into 
their possession. 

On this subject they are anxious tosubmittopuUick 
consideration an easy mode of rendering great assist* 
ance to this design of the Society. They take the 
liberty of suggesting to gentlemen, who have large 
Libraries, that, if they possess a duplicate of any good 
Book or any Work which they esteem of not con* 
siderahle value, such might be here applied to good 
purpose; and the donors would render essential service 
to the publiek, at small expence to themselves. The 
Associates do not desire Books merely for ornament' 
or curiosity, but for necessity and use. Works, there^ 
fore, of useful knowledge in any of the common 
l^ranches of Learning, but more especially in Divinity , 
will be thankfully received. If this consideration had 
its due weighty iuid the superfluities of the greater 
Libraries were transferred into this Repository ; out 
of a variety of Books, thus gradually collected| very

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useful' Parochial and Lending Libraries might b^^ 
formed. 

It is to be observed, that the Libraries are of two 
kinds. 1 . The Fixed Parochial Library ^ intended for 
the immediate use of the minister of one parish. 2. 
The Lending Library ^ designed for the benefit of the 
neighbouring clergy, as well as the minister of the 
parish. For the preservation of the first kind, pro- 
vision is made by Act of Parliament For the other, 
such rules have been established by the Associates, as 
seem most likely to ensure the desired effects. And 
the benefits of the latter being most extensive, the As- 
sociates consider themselves more especially interests. 
od in promoting first the institution of that kind of 
Library. 

Thus eifering their application to the publick for 
the further encouragement of this undertaking, the 
Associates will also give an account of the progress 
made in this branch of their designs ; in which it ivitl 
appear , that they havc*done some good with their slender 
stock* If that good should by any persons be thought 
inconsiderable; let it be remembered, it was all they 
were enabled to do. And it is hoped that they, who 
wish well to the design, will be disposed to relieve the 
situations of some of the inferiour clergy in this respect, 
which no religious man can reflect upon without the 
roost serious concern. 

In the course of 1807 a Parochial Library has been 
established at Bacup, in the diocese of Chester and 
county of Lancaster ; and a Lending Library, under 
the usual regulations, at St. David's in South Wales. 
Applications from the perpetual Curate of Glaston- 
bury in Somersetshire, and from the Clergy of the

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deanery of Rhoos, in Pembrokeshire, for Libraries, 
have also been received. The fands of the Society- 
do not permit an immediate compliance with these 
requests ; but benefactions, it is hoped, will speedily 
enable the Associates to gratify themselves, as well as 
those who ask their assistance, in thus increasing the 
general stock of moral and intellectual knowledge. 

With regard to the other branch of their Trust, 
'^ The Conversion of adult Negroes, and the Educa- 
tion of their Children ,'' the Associates have to state 
the following Account. 

Dr. Bray had, by the many known instances of his 
zeal for the propagation of Christianity, recommend- 
ed himself to the esteem of Mr. D'Allone, private 
secretary to King William. This pious gentleman 
bequeathed a certain proportion of his estate to Dr. 
Bray and his Associates, towards erecting a Capital 
Fund or Stock for converting the Negroes in the Bri^ 
tish Plantations. This bequest amounted to the nett 
sum of nine hundred pounds, and was immediately 
vested in South-Sea Annuities. By a Feoffinent made 
by Dr. Bray before his death, as well as the tenor of 
his last Will, this Trust devolved on the Associates : 
and their authority was fully confirmed by a decree 
in Chancery, 1731. Out of the interest of this fund, 
an annual stipend was paid for several years towards 
the support of a Catechist to teach the Negroes iu 
Georgia. But the strong prejudices which the adult 
Negroes retained in favour of their own superstition ; 
the lively resentment they felt for the loss of their li- 
berty and native country ; and the continual labours 
they were forced to undergo ; together with their en- 
tire ignorance of our language ; proved almost insuper- 

F 
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able obstacles to their instruction. The Associates, 
therefore, finding their endearours in this way less 
efiectiial, tamed their attention to the instruction of 
Negro-Children, who being b<Mni in America, and un- 
dertfaoding our language, may easily be taught the 
great truths of our holy religion. With this view, in 
1760, Schools for Negro-Children were opened in dif- 
ferent parts of America, under the care and inspection 
of worthy persons, who charitably engaged to see 
ifaat the Children were properly instructed in the prin- 
ciples of Christianity y and that the great and necessary 
duties of obedience and fidelity to their masters, and 
humility and contenteduess with their condition, were 
du}y impressed on their minds. 

In these Schools very many poor Negroes were 
brouglit up in tlie fear c^ God, and the Caith of the 
Gospel; and approved themsdves good Christians, and 
of steady fidelity to their masters* But from the 
dinging circumstanceB of tliat country, the Associates 
were indoeed to open Schools in other situations ; and 
they have now, on their regtilar establishment, three 
an Nova Scotia ; two in Philadelphia, to which a third 
iivill soon he added ; and one at Nassau, in New Pro- 
Tidence, of the Bahama Islands. 

But the expences of tiie Schools in Philadelphia, 
being charged upon the ground^ents of a lot of land 
in that City, are not brought into the general Account. 
For in 1767, the Rev. Mr. Upcher, of Sudbury in 
Suffolk, gave to the Associates two hundred pounds; 
and in 1768, three hundred pounds more ; requestmg 
that his benefactions might be applied to the purchase 
of improveable land in America ; and the income be 
appropriated to the Education of Negroes. Accord* 
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iogly in 1774, a lot was purchased for five bundre<i 
siod seventy.five pounds sterling ; and great part of it, 
within these few years, has been let on building laases ; 
and promises to.be very productive to the Society^. 

The Associates have received information respecting 
their Schools from the following gentlemen* The 
{lev. Dr. Stanser, in a letter from Halifax in Nov^ 
Scotia, dated June 12, 1806, mentions that thirty.nine 
Black Children, seventeen boys and twenty ^wo girls^ 
are educated in the School at that place ; that the 
Biistre^ and her daughter are indefatigable in their 
attmtloD to them ; and that no care shall be wanting en 
his part to such a noble charity. The Rev. Mr. Viets, 
in a letter from Digby, in Nova Scotia, dated Sept. 2; 
0069 mentions that he has received two boxes of 
religious books for the School of 3bick Children, and 
expresses his bppe th^t they will eveetually balance the 
0xpf Qce ip spiritual profit to the poor Children* He 
adds tluM:* the tea^r having quitted the Sehodl on 
account of bis age, the QhUdren, during the time re* 
quired for appointing another, hwi declined in Christ

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tian knowledge and conduct. The Associates have 
been since informed , that a proper teacher has been 
found. The Rev. Mr. Roberts, in a letter from New 
Providence, Bahama Islands, dated Oct. 9, 1806, ex- 
presses himself as earnest in giving every attention 
to the School of Black Children there, and as sufficient- 
ly rewarded for all his trouble, in the pleasure he feels, 
by furthering the benevolent views of those, whose 
charity extends so far. A box of religious books has 
been sent to New Providence. 

In reflecting on these ^' Designs of the Associates 
of the late Dr. Bray,*' some observations of Arch« 
bishop Seeker occur forcibly to the mind. ** Why,** 
iayshe^ *^ it is sometimes asked, are so many nations 
without the knowledge, or belief, of the Christian 
Revelation? Partly, because Christians have neglected 
to acquaint them with it ; or mixed it with corruptions; 
or disgraced it with wickedness of life. But we have 
assurance given us, that the time shall arrive, ' when the 
kingdoms of this world shall become the kingdoms of 
the Lord and his Christ, in a fuller sense than they 
have ever been yet. And perhaps the times already 
past may bear only a small proportion to that joyful 
future season, when Religion shall be rightly under- 
stood and universally practised, Mankind be happy, 
and God glorified. Blessed are they that shall live in 
this state of things : more blessed they that shall con- 
tribute to it.*"

An Act for the better Preservation of Parochial Libra^ 
ries in that Part of Great Britain calledJEngland. 

"T XTHEREAS in many places ip the south parts of 
^ ^ Great Britian called England and Wales the 
provision for the Clergy is so mean, that the neces- 
sary expence of books for the better prosecution of 
their studies caniiot be defrayed by them ; and where- 
as of late years several charitable and well-disposed 
persons have by charitable contributions erected libra- 
ries within several parishes and districts in England 
and Wales ; but some provision is wanting to pre- 
serve the same, and such others as shall be provided 
in the same manner, from embezzlement: Be it there- 
fore enacted by the Queen's most excellent Majesty , by 
and with the advice and consent of the Lords spiritual 
and temporal, and Commons, in this present Parlia- 
ment asseidbled, and by the authority of the same. 
That in every parish or place where such a library is 
or shall be erected, the same shall be preserved for 
such use and uses, as the same is and shall be given, 
andthe orders and rules of the founder and founders 
of such libraries shall be observed and kept. 
2. And for the encouragement of such founders 
' and benefactors, and to the intent they may be satis- 
fied that their pious and charitable intent may not be 
frustrated ; be it also enacted by the authority afore- 
said, That every Incumbent, Rector, Vicar, Minister, 
or Curate of a parish, before he shall be permitted to 
use and enjoy such library, shall enter into such se- 
curity by bond, or otherwise, for preservation of such 
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library, and due obtervance of the rules and orders bc' 
longing to the same, as the proper Ordinaries, within 
their reapectire jurisdictions, in their discretion shkit 
think lit ; aj)d in case any book or books belonging to- 
the said library shall be taken away and detained, it 
•hall and may be lawful for the said Incumbent, Rector, 
Vicar, Minister, or Curate for the time being, or any 
other person or persons, to bring an action of trovet 
«nd conversion, in the name of the proper Ordinaries 
trithin their respective jurisdictions, whereupon treble 
damages shall be given, with full costs of suit, as if the 
same were his or their proper book or books ; wbicit 
damages shall be applied to the use and benefit of the 
SMd library r 

3. And it is further enacted by the authority afore- 
mid, That it shall and may be lawful to and for the 
proper Ordinary, or bis Commissary or Official in hie 
MSpecdve juriadictionr or the Archdeacon, or by his 
direction his Official or Surrogate, if the said Archdea- 
con be not the Incumbent of the place where such libra- 
ry ii, in bis or their respectire visitation, to enquire 
into the state and condition of the siud hbraries, and 
to amend and redress the grievances and defects of and 
cooceming the same, aa to him or them shall seem 
meet j and It shall and may be lawful to and for the 
proper Ordinary, from time to time, as often as shall 
be thought lit, to appoint such person or persons, 8s 
heshallthinkBt, to view the state and condition of such 
Kbraries ; and the said Ordinaries, Archdeacons, or 
Officials respectively, shall have free access to^ the 
name at snch time<4 as thf>y sh^ respectively ap- 
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4. And be it also further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That where any library is appropriated to 
the use of the Minister of any parish or place, every 
Rector, Vicar, Minister, or Curate of the same, with- 
in six months after his institution, induction, or ad- 
xixission, shall make or cause to be made a new cata^ 
logue of all books remaining in, or belonging to, such 
library, and shall sign the said catalogue, thereby ac- 
knowledging the custody and possession of the said 
books ; which said catalogue so signed shall be de* 
livered to the proper Ordinary within the time afore- 
said, to be kept registered in his court, without fee or 
reward for the same. 

5* And be it further enacted by the authority afore> 
said, That where there are any parochial libraries al- 
ready erected, the Incumbent, Rector, Vicar> Minister, 
or Curate of such parish or place, shall make, or cause 
to be made a catalogue of all books in the same, there- 
by acknowledging the custody and possesion thereof; 
which catalogue so signed shall be delivered to the 
proper Ordinary on or before the nine and twentieth 
day of September, which shall be in the year of our 
Lord one thousand seven hundred and nine; and 
where any library shall at any time hereafter be given 
and appropriated to the use of any parish or place 
where there shall be an Incumbent, Rector, Vicar, 
Minister, or Curate in possession, such Incumbent, 
Rector, Vicar, Minister, or Curate, shall make or 
cause to be made a catalogue of all the books, and de- 
liver thesame, as aforesaid, within six months after he 
shall receive such library. 

6. And to prevent any embezzlement of books up- 
on the death or removal of any Incumbent^ hQ it aUp 
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enacted by the authority aforesaid, That immediately 
after the death or removal of any lacumbeDt, Rector, 
Vicar, Minister, or Curate, the library belonging to 
ancfa pariih or place shall be forthn-itb shut up, and 
locked, or oUierwise secured by the Church-warden or 
Chnrcbwartlens for the time being, or by such persoo 
or persons as shall be authorized or appointed by the 
proper Ordinary, or Archdeacon respectively, so' that 
the game shall not be opened again till a new Incum- 
bent, Rector, Vicar, Minister, or Curate, shall be in- 
ducted or admitted into the church of such parish or 
place. 

1. Provided always, That in case the place where 
such library is or shall be kept shall be used for any 
publick occasion, for meeting of the Vestry, or other- 
wise, for the dispatch of any business of the said parish, 
or for any other publick occasion, for which the sud 
place hath been ordinarily used, the place shall never- 
theless be made use of as formerly for such purposes, 
and after such business dispatched, shall be again forth- 
with shut and locked np, or otherwise secured, as is 
before directed. 

8. And be it ahio further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid. That for the better preservation of the 
books belonging to such libraries, and that the bene> 
factions given towards the same may appear, a book 
shall be kept within the said library for the entering 
and registering of all such bene&ctioas, and such 
books as shall be given towards the same, and therein 
the Minister, Rector, Vicar, or Curate of the said 
parish orplace, shall enter, oi* cause to be fairly entered, 
such benefactions, and an account of all such books^ 
as shall from time to time be given, and by t^om 
given. 
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9. And, for the better governing the said libraries, 
and preserving of the same, it is hereby further enacted 
by the authority aforesaid, That it shall and may be 
lawful to and for the proper Ordinary, together with 
the Donor of such benefaction, (if living,) and after 
the death of such Donor, for the proper Ordinary- 
alone, to make such other rules and orders concerning 
the same, over and above, and besides, but not con- 
trary to such as the Donor of such benefactions shall 
in his discretion judge fit and necessary ; which said 
orders and rules so to be made shall from time to time 
be entered in the same book, or some other book to 
be prepared for that purpose, and kept in the said 
library. 

10. And it is further enacted and declared by the 
authority aforesaid. That none of the said books shall 
in any case be alienable, nor any book or books that 
shall hereafter be given by any benefactor or bene- 
. factors shall be alienated, without the consent of the 
proper Ordinary, and then only when there is a dup- 
licate of such book or books ; and that in case 
any book or books be taken or otherwise lost 
out of the said library, it shall and may be lawful to 
and for any Justice of Peace within the county, 
riding, or division, to grant his warrant to search for 
the same; and in case the sanie be found, such 
book or books so found shall immediately, by order of 
such Justice, be restored to the said library ; any law, 
statute, or usage to the contrary in any wise notwith- 
standing. 

11. Provided always. That nothing in this Act con- 
tained shall extend to a publick library lately erected 
in the parish of Ryegate, in the county of Surrey, 
for the use of the Freeholders, Vicar, and inhabitants 
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of tbe said parish, and of the gentkmeD and clergy* 
men inhabiting in parts thereto adjacent; the said 
library being constituted in another manner than tbe 
libraries provided for by this Act. 



RULES prescribed by the Founders* of Parochial 
Libraries J for the better Preservation thereof. 

1. ^T^HAT every Incumbent of a Parish where • 

JL Library shall be placed, shall upon the re- 
ceipt of the said Library, make and sign a Catalogue 
of all Books in the same, and shall send the Cata- 
logue so signed to the Founders of Parochial Libra- 
rieSf within a month after the receipt of the said 
Library* 

2. That every future Incumbent of a Parish, where 
a Parochial Library is placed, shall,withiu six months 
after his admission to the said Parish, make and 
sign a Catalogue of all the Books in the said Libra- 
ry, and shall send the Catalogue so signed to the 
Founders of Parochial Libi'aries. 

3. That the present Incumbent and his Successours, 
where a Parochial Library shall be placed, shall, 
when required, give an account to the Founders of 
the additions made to the said Library. 

4. That the said Library shall be subject to the Yisit*

Being informed by Mr. Shepherd, master of the 
Free Grammar School at Cockermouth, that you gener- 
ously offered, at the time of your visiting the school- 
library, to present that collection with a donation of 
books, I have taken the liberty to subjoin a catalogue, 
chiefly in Divinity; any of which, should they find 
your approbation, would be highly acceptable to the 
lovers of sacred literature, and would form a valuable 
addition to the present collection. The obvious utility 
of Parochial Libraries, for the advancement of Chris, 
tian Knowledge, renders it necessary to expatiate on 
that subject. They have been eminently useful to the 
class of inferiour candidates for sacred orders, and to 
that numerous description of the clergy whose limited 
finances preclude the purchase of voluminous and ex- 
pensive publications in Theology. In this remote 
part of the kingdom, where the revenues of the Church 
are far from being ample, publick libraries in Divinity, 
Church History, and other partes of knowledge in which 
^he clergy ought to be accoqiplished, are peculiarly 
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useful and necessary. The spread of infidelity 
throughout the nation, calls upon the clergy to employ 
every rational and proper expedient to arrest its pro- 
gress ; and publick libraries, stored with theological 
books of the first name, are well calculated for that 
purpose. From every advocate for revealed religion 
in this country, a tribute of gratitude is due to the 
memory of Bray for his laborious exertions to extend 
the knowledge of Christianity. At the period in which 
he lived, Bray was one of the most active, disinterest- 
ed, and benevolent divines of the establishment ; almost 
as eminent for his zeal and assiduitv in the cause of 
Religion, as was Howard in the cause of general 
Humanity. As a friend to literature, to science, and 
to the general diffusion of theological knowledge, I 
hope you will excuse the liberty I have now taken of 
addressing you on this subject.
